RELATING  TO  THE  YEAR  ENDED  DECEMBER  3l8t,  1940 


The  Board  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their  2nd  Annual  Report  relating 
to  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1940. 

Owing  to  difficulties  which  have  arisen  as  a  result  of  the  War,  the  year 
1940  has  been  very  strenuous  for  all  hospitals. 

Many  hospitals  have  been  damaged  as  a  result  of  enemy  action  and  the 
Board  regret  to  report  that  neither  the  Bristol  Royal  Infirmary  nor  the 
Bristol  General  Hospital  have  escaped  damage  in  this  way,  but  thanks  to  the 
efforts  of  all  concerned  and  the  ready  co-operation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  of  the  Bristol  Health  Committee,  both  hospitals  have  been  able  to 
carry  on  efficiently. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  in  view  of  the  possibility  of  some  of  the 
local  hospitals  being  put  out  of  commission  as  a  result  of  enemy  action,  a 
Committee,  known  as  the  Conjoint  Hospitals  Committee,  consisting  of 
representatives  of  the  voluntary  hospitals,  municipal  hospitals  and  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  was  formed  to  deal  with  the  hospital  requirements  of  the 
City.  This  Committee  arranged  for  the  establishment  of  Emergency  Medical 
Service  Hospitals  in  various  areas.  The  Medical  Staffing  and  most  of  the 
Nursing  arrangements  of  all  of  these  institutions  have  been  undertaken  by 
Bristol  Hospitals.  Arrangements  have  also  been  made  by  the  Municipal 
authorities  for  expectant  mothers,  who  so  desire,  to  be  admitted  to 
institutions  outside  Bristol. 

The  arrangements  made  for  the  working  of  the  different  E.M.S.  Hospitals 
are  proving  very  satisfactory.  Patients  to  be  admitted  to  these  institutions 
attend  by  arrangements  at  the  Bristol  Royal  Infirmary  or  Bristol  General 
Hospital  and  are  taken  in  motor  ambulances  to  the  selected  E.M.S.  Hospital. 
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j  Statistics  relating  to  the  Bristol  Royal  Hospital  will  be  found  in  the 
reports  of  the  House  Committees  of  the  Bristol  Royal  Infirmary  and  the 
Bristol  General  Hospital  on  pages  22  to  25  and  38,  44  and  45, 

It  is  very  necessary  that  a  large  number  of  beds  should  always  be 
available  to  meet  any  immediate  calls  that  may  be  made  upon  them  as  a 
result  of  enemy  action. 

These  beds  are  maintained  fully  equipped  and  staffed  so  that  the  chief 
saving,  as  compared  with  occupied  beds,  is  for  food  and  drugs.  This  saving 
is,  however,  exceeded  by  the  increased  cost  of  everything,  including  labour 
and  further,  the  ordinary  overhead  expenses,  of  course,  continue  as  if  all  the 
beds  were  occupied.  As  a  result,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  average 
cost  per  bed  occupied,  also  in  the  cost  of  each  Out-patient. 

The  total  Ordinary  Income  for  the  Bristol  Royal  Hospital  was 
£108,123  17s.  Id.,  and  the  total  Ordinary  Expenditure  £156,277  15s.  Id., 
the  deficit  being  £48,153  18  Od. 

The  Extraordinary  Income  exceeded  the  Extraordinary  Expenditure 
by  £17,240  19s.  Od.,  so  that  the  net  deficit  for  the  year  was  £30,912  19s.  Od. 
Details  of  Income  and  Expenditure,  together  with  the  balance  sheet,  will 
be  found  on  pages  50  to  59. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  an  increase  in  contributions  from  employers  and 
employees  and  this  is  due  in  great  measure  to  the  efforts  of  the  Bristol 
Hospitals  Fund.  This  fund  continues  to  make  steady  progress  and  is  aiming 
at  an  income  of  £100,000  per  annum.  In  addition  to  arranging  for  contribu¬ 
tions  from  the  ordinary  hospital  patient,  there  is  a  scheme  under  consider¬ 
ation  for  those  whose  income  is  such  that  it  precludes  them  from  being 
admitted  as  ordinary  members.  The  Bristol  Hospitals  Fund  is  the 
officially  recognized  Contributory  Scheme  of  the  Bristol  Voluntary 
Hospitals  and  everyone  wishing  to  make  provision  for  receiving  medical 
or  surgical  treatment  during  an  illness  and  to  help  the  hospitals  is  advised 
to  become  a  member  of  the  Bristol  Hospitals  Fund,  the  address  of  which  is 
Royal  London  House,  Queen  Charlotte  Street,  Bristol. 

With  a  view  to  saving  paper,  your  Board  have  again  reduced  their 
Report,  but  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  annual  Reports  of  the  Infirmary 
and  Hospital  on  pages  16  to  19  and  35  to  40.  Those  reports  give  particulars 
relating  to  the  two  Institutions  for  the  year  1940. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  wish  to  tender  their  sincere  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staffs  for  their  services  to  the  patients 
during  the  year.  The  Board  also  wish  to  thank  very  sincerely  all  the  members 
of  the  Resident  Medical  Staff,  the  Nursing  Staff  and  other  staffs  for  the  excel¬ 
lent  services  rendered — attending  to  patients,  fire  watching,  dealing  with 
incendiary  bombs,  attending  to  the  various  hospital  services,  preparing  meals 
for  patients  and  all  the  other  duties  which  have  been  performed  while  severe 
air  raids  were  in  progress.  During  such  raids,  the  tasks  allotted  to  all  were 
performed  in  such  a  calm  and  efficient  manner  that  many  letters  have  been 
received  from  people,  who  happened  to  be  in  one  or  other  of  the  hospitals 
at  the  time,  expressing  their  admiration  for  the  way  in  which  the  various 
staffs  carried  out  their  duties.

( b )  Any  person  who,  at  the  15th  September,  1939,  was  by  virtue  of  his  Office  as 
Governor  of  the  Bristol  Royal  Infirmary  or  the  Bristol  General  Hospital 
shall  be  a  Life  Governor  of  the  Charity. 

{c)  Any  donor  who  personally  gives  not  less  than  100  guineas  in  one  sum  to  the 
funds  of  the  Charity  shall  be  a  Life  Governor  of  the  Charity. 

(d)  The  Members  of  the  Honorary  Consulting  Staff  of  the  Charity  shall  be  Life 
Governors  of  the  Charity. 


Annual  Governors. 


The  following  persons  shall  be  Annual  Governors,  and  every  Annual  Governor 
shall  hold  office  until  the  close  of  the  next  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors

All  Patients,  with  the  exception  of  really  necessitous  cases,  who  do  not  produce  a 
Voucher  from  an  approved  Contributory  Scheme,  will  be  asked  to  contribute  towards 
the  cost  of  their  maintenance. 

Every  insured  patient  is  required  to  bring  a  note  from  his  Panel  Doctor  stating 
that  in  his  opinion  Out-Patient  Hospital  treatment  is  necessary,  and  such  insured 
patients  will  be  asked  to  contribute  the  same  as  other  patients. 

Any  contributions  made  by  patients  arc  towards  the  cost  of  Maintenance,  and 
no  part  of  their  contributions  is  in  return  for  Medical  Services. 

Patients  who  are  unable  to  or  who  do  not  make  any  contribution  will  be 
attended  free  as  hitherto. 

Only  such  persons  shall  be  admitted  to  the  General  Wards  as  In-Patients  who 
are  unable  to  pay  in  full  for  advice,  medicine  and  support  during  their  illness  ;  and  Out¬ 
patients  shall  be  such  only  as  are  unable  to  pay  in  full  for  advice  and  medicine. 

All  the  needs  of  In-patients  are  supplied,  except  the  washing  of  their  personal  linen 

Cases  of  emergency  and  casualties  are  at  all  times  admissible  without  any  recom¬ 
mendation. 

Two  people  may  visit *patients  (by  admission  ticket,  obtainable  from  the  Sister  of  the 
Ward)  at  the  Bristol  Royal  Infirmary,  on  Sundays,  3  to  4  p.m.  ;  Tuesdays  and  Thurs¬ 
days,  3.30  to  4.30  p.m.,  Wednesdays,  6  p.m.  to  7  p.m.

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THE  TWO  HUNDRED  AND  THIRD 

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

BRISTOL  ROYAL  INFIRMARY 

RELATING  TO  THE  YEAR  ENDED  DECEMBER  81st,  1940. 

The  House  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their  Report  for  the 
year  ended  December  31st,  1940.  The  Bristol  Royal  Infirmary  has  passed 
through  some  memorable  times  during  its  long  life  but  none  more  so  than 
those  of  the  year  under  review,  and  as  on  pr  vious  occasions,  has  weathered 
the  storm. 

Patients. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Wards  is  less  than  in  the  previous 
year,  the  figures  being  7,728  and  9,970  respectively.  The  average  number  of 
beds  occupied  daily  was  325.37.  As  patients  have  not  been  refused  admission, 
the  decrease  is  probably  due  to  so  many  people  having  joined  the  Forces  and 
to  many  others  having  migrated  elsewhere.  Another  reason  is  that  certain 
departments  have  been  transferred  to  other  institutions.  The  Ante-Natal, 
Maternity  and  Post-Natal  Departments  have  been  transferred  to  Southmead 
Hospital,  and  to  the  Southwell  Street  Maternity  Hospital ;  the  Dental 
Department  to  the  Bristol  Dental  Hospital,  and  the  Gynaecological,  Der¬ 
matological  and  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Departments  to  the  Bristol  General 
Hospital.  In  exchange,  all  Medical  and  many  of  the  Surgical  patients  have 
been  transferred  from  the  Bristol  General  Hospital  to  the  Inhrmary.  There 
was  also  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  Out-patients  and  casualties  of  7,869 
and  this  was  probably  due  to  the  same  causes. 

Fracture  Department. 

This  is  now  housed  in  what  was  previously  the  Dental  Department.  The 
change  was  made  possible  after  the  opening  of  the  Dental  Hospital  and  has 
resulted  in  the  provision  of  satisfactory  accommodation  for  Fracture  patients 
in  every  respect.  In  addition  to  a  waiting-room  for  patients,  there  are  two 
examination  rooms  for  the  Surgeons,  four  plaster  rooms  for  dealing  with  the 
Fracture  patients,  an  X-ray  room  and  a  Records  room.  From  this  brief 
description,  it  will  be  seen  that  it  is  now  a  complete  unit  making  it  consider¬ 
ably  more  convenient  for  Surgeons,  Nurses  and  Patients.  During  the  year 
the  number  of  patients  dealt  with  in  the  Department  was  3,622,  an  increase 
of  jl07  over  the  previous  year. 

Massage  and  Physio-Therapeutic  Department. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Department  has  been  fully  occupied.  The 
treatments  given  constitute  a  record,  and  numbered  116,631.  The  importance 
of  this  Department  does  not  rest  only  on  the  benefit  derived  by  the  patients 
who  attend  for  treatment  but  also  upon  the  fact  that  it  is  a  School  for 
Masseuses.  During  the  year  15  students  entered  for  training.  In  the  Conjoint 
examination,  there  were  11  passes  and  in  the  Electro-Therapy  examination 
there  were  8  passes. 

Convalescent  Homes. 

The  actual  number  of  patients  transferred  to  the  various  Convalescent 
Homes  was  536,  and  of  these  233  were  admitted  to  the  Queen  Victoria  Jubilee 
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Convalescent  Home.  Great  benefit  is  derived  by  the  patients  as  a  result  of 
their  stay  at  the  various  Homes  and  the  House  Committee  wish  to  accord 
their  sincere  thanks  to  the  Committees  concerned. 

Finance. 

The  Ordinary  Income  amounted  to  £71,102  as  compared  with  £67,132 
in  the  previous  year.  This  shows  an  increase  of  £3,970,  but  whilst  this  is 
very  gratifying,  the  greater  portion  of  it  is,  unfortunately,  only  a  “  book  ” 
increase.  Owing  to  the  books  having  been  closed  earlier  than  usual  for  the 
year  1939,  various  items  of  income  that  belonged  to  that  year  were  included 
with  figures  for  the  year  under  review.  The  Ordinary  Expenditure,  excluding 
Bank  interest,  was  £89,081,  an  increase  of  £2,472. 

Although  there  was  a  decrease  in  patients  and  in  the  average  number  of 
beds  occupied  daily,  there  were  many  causes  for  the  increase  in  the  expendi¬ 
ture,  the  main  reason  being  the  increased  cost  of  practically  everything 
required.  The  Ordinary  expenditure  exceeded  the  ordinary  income  by 
£17,979  but  the  deficit  was  met  to  some  extent  by  the  amounts  received 
from  Legacies  and  other  various  receipts. 

Legacies. 


The  Infirmary  benefited  very  considerably  from  this  source  during  the 
year.  In  addition  to  total  cash  payments  amounting  to  £6,878  3s.  7d. 
invested  property  to  the  nominal  value  of  £27,000  was  also  received

The  Guild  provides  large  quantities  of  articles  for  the 
Infirmary,  and  in  addition  collected  donations  amounting  to  £215  towards 
the  cost  of  those  articles  which  had  to  be  purchased. 

Ladies’  Visiting  Committee. 

By  the  death  of  Mrs.  Kossuth  Robinson,  in  February,  1941,  the  Ladies’ 
Visiting  Committee  of  the  Infirmary  have  lost  a  valued  friend  and 
able  Chairman,  who  had  associated  herself  with  the  work  for  many  years, 
Mrs.  Kossuth  Robinson  was  a  regular  and  much  loved  visitor  in  the  wards 
where  her  kindly  understanding  and  sympathy  inspired  hope  and  courage 
to  all  those  with  whom  she  came  in  contact. 


Nursing  Staff. 

The  year  1940  has  for  several  reasons  been  very  difficult  and  disturbed 
as  regards  the  training  of  Nurses.  During  the  early  months  there  was  much 
epidemic  disease  amongst  the  Nurses,  followed  later  by  rearrangement  of 
beds  due  to  the  amalgamation  of  the  Infirmary  and  the  General 
Hospital.  The  exchange  of  Nurses  under  the  amalgamation  scheme 
began  in  July,  and  since  the  middle  of  December  Nurses  have  been  sent  to 
the  E.M.S.  Hospital  for  short  periods. 

In  spite  of  all  these  difficulties,  the  Nurses  have  been  entirely  attentive 
to  their  duties  and  studies,  and  maintained  their  very  high  standard  at  the 
State  Examinations,  of  which  there  were  two  instead  of  the  usual  three, 
when  41  Nurses  passed  the  Preliminary  and  45  the  Final  examinations. 

During  1940,  283  applications  for  training  were  received,  69  were 
accepted  for  the  Preliminary  Training  School,  and  58  proceeded  to  the  Wards 
for  the  course  of  three  years’  training.  The  Entrance  Examinations  were 
conducted  by  Mr.  R.  G.  Paul,  F.R.C.S.,  E.,  the  Matron,  the  Assistant  Matron 
and  Miss  Miller  (Sickroom  Cookery).  Thirty-eight  Nurses  completed  the 
three  years’  course  of  training,  gaining  Certificates  of  Proficiency,  and  of 
these  30  joined  the  Private  Nursing  Staff. 
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The  Gold  and  Silver  Medals  were  won  by  Nurse  W.  M.  F.  Wood  and 
Nurse  M.  D.  Rich  respectively,  and  these  are  the  last  “  Bristol  Royal 
Infirmary  ”  medals  to  be  presented.  Five  Housekeeping  Pupils  completed 
the  Course  and  gained  certificates.  Of  the  nurses  who  left  the  service  of  the 
Infirmary  during  1940,  9  joined  the  Navy,  Army  and  Air  Force  Nursing 
Services,  8  joined  the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve,  4  undertook  Industrial  Nursing 
and  21  commenced  Midwifery  Training. 

Honorary  Medical  Staff. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  recording 
their  sincere  thanks  to  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  for  their  services. 

Obituary. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  Committee  have  to  record  the  deaths  of 
Mr.  S.  H.  Justin  and  Mr.  W.  Walters,  and  the  loss  the  Infirmary  has  sustained 
thereby.  Mr.  Justin  had  by  his  generous  gifts  in  his  lifetime,  placed  the 
Infirmary  under  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude,  and  by  his  constant  attendance  at 
Committee  Meetings  had  done  much  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  Infirmary, 
to  which  he  was  deeply  attached.  Mr.  Walters  devoted  much  of  his  time  to 
its  welfare  and  was  most  regular  in  his  attendance  at  the  various  Committee 
Meetings.  These  two  friends  of  the  Infirmary  are  greatly  missed. 

General  Thanks. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  expressing  their  very  warm  thanks  to 
the  following  for  the  valuable  services  rendered  during  the  past  year.

Your  Committee  also  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  continued  untiring 
efforts  of  the  members  of  the  Resident  Medical,  Nursing,  Administrative  and 
other  Staffs,  who  are  working  for  the  success  of  the  Infirmary. 
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ALMONER’S  REPORT 


The  19th  year  of  work  in  this  Department  has  seen  many  changes  in 
the  general  routine  of  the  office,  due  to  the  War. 

It  has  been  a  year  of  expansion,  despite  the  War,  and  there  is  now  an 
Almoner  in  the  Casualty  Department.  This  Department  is  proving  both 
interesting  and  worth  while  from  a  financial  point  of  view.  Many  patients 
who  have  attended  over  a  long  period  for  such  ailments  as  septic  fingers, 
coughs,  etc.,  have  responded  readily  to  extra  nourishment  and  convalescent 
treatment,  while  a  definite  check  on  abuse  has  been  made.  A  regular  system 
of  payments  has  been  instituted  and  the  referring  back  of  patients  to  their 
Panel  Doctors  is  an  automatic  practice  if  Hospital  treatment  is  not  found 
to  be  essential. 

In  the  financial  Statement  given  below  a  decrease  in  income  will  be 
noted.  This  is  due  to  the  large  number  of  Service  Cases  and  Air  Raid 
Casualties  that  have  been  admitted.  Income  from  these  patients  is  found 
under  the  Financial  Statement,  section  “  Ministry  of  Health  Emergency 
Hospital  Scheme/’

During  1940  our  In-patient  numbers  have  fluctuated  considerably, 
due  to  the  sudden  evacuation  of  patients  to  their  homes  and  to  other 
Hospitals,  owing  to  Air  Raids.  The  difficulties  of  these  evacuations  have 
been  considerably  eased  both  for  patients  and  Staff  by  the  many  voluntary 
car  drivers,  who  have  given  such  willing  service,  while  the  advent  of  the 
American  Ambulance  Unit  has  proved  of  utmost  value.  The  unit  give 
unceasing  service  at  all  hours  of  the  day,  and  have  taken  patients  both 
in  Bristol  and  long  distances,  as  far  apart  as  Penzance,  London  and  New¬ 
castle. 

During  the  past  year  the  Samaritan  Fund  has  assisted  40  families, 
and  our  Fund  has  had  considerably  varied  calls  on  its  resources.  Donations 
have  been  received  to  help  patients  injured  in  Air  Raids  and  as  a  result 
much  has  been  done  for  them  at  a  time  when  immediate  assistance  was 
imperative.  Three  kind  friends  have  continued  to  knit  for  us  and  our 
clothes  cupboard  has  had  a  great  many  more  calls  upon  it  than  usual.  At 
Christmas  36  families  received  parcels,  and  despite  the  difficulties  of 
rationing,  every  parcel  contained  sweets,  cigarettes  and  groceries,  as  well 
as  toys,  clothing,  and  books. 
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The  Red  Cross  have  added  considerably  to  the  amount  of  after-care 
work  on  Air  Raid  Casualties,  and  Mrs.  Griffey  has  been  appointed  Liaison 
Officer  to  this  Institution.  She  visits  the  Infirmary  regularly  and  through 
her  we  are  able  to  obtain  clothing,  etc.,  for  Air  Raid  Casualties,  the  boarding- 
out  of  relatives  of  seriously  ill  Service  patients,  while  she  has  driven 
countless  patients  to  and  from  Convalescent  Homes.  Following  the 
evacuation  of  troops  from  France,  Mrs.  Griffey  rendered  valuable  assistance 
in  carrying  out  the  Red  Cross  work  of  searching  for  information  about 
those  who  were  posted  as  "  missing.” 

The  usual  After-care  work  has  been  carried  on,  and  the  Department 
has  co-operated  more  than  usual  with  outside  organisations.  The  Almoners 
would  like  to  thank  all  those  who  have  helped  in  the  fulfilment  of  requests 
made  by  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff.  This  year  it  has  been  difficult  to 
find  suitable  Convalescent  Homes  as  many  have  been  taken  over  as  “  Special 
Homes  ”  under  the  E.M.S.  scheme.  A  great  many  Service  patients  and 
Air  Raid  Casualties  have  been  assisted,  and  frequently  entire  families  have 
had  to  be  housed  and  rehoused  following  air  raids — the  courageous  manner 
in  which  these  patients  have  faced  their  tragedies  and  co-operated  with  us 
has  been  remarkable.

Bristol  Royal  Infirmary* 

PRIVATE  WARDS. 

Persons  desiring  admission  to  the  Private  Wards,  who  are  not  already  in  touch  with 
a  Member  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  of  the  Bristol  Royal  Hospital,  should,  apply  to 
the  Secretary  and  House  Governor  at  the  Infirmary. 

1.  ADMISSION. 

Private  Patients  are  only  admitted  on  the  recommendation  of,  and  for  treatment  by, 
a  Member  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  of  the  Bristol  Royal  Hospital. 

The  Patient’s  own  Doctor  may  visit  and  co-operate  in  the  treatment  with  the  Mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Staff  in  charge. 

No  Mental  or  Infectious  cases  can  be  admitted  to  the  Private  Wards,  and  for  the 
present  no  Maternity  cases  can  be  admitted. 

No  Patient  shall  remain  in  a  Private  Ward  for  a  period  longer  than  eight  consecutive 
weeks,  except  by  permission  of  the  Committee. 

2.  INFIRMARY  CHARGES. 

Five  guineas  (plus  10%  increase)  per  week  for  a  Bed  in  a  Double  Ward  (containing 
2  beds,  which  can  be  screened  if  and  when  necessary).  Part  of  a  week  is  charged  for 
at  the  rate  of  20/-  per  day,  plus  10% 

Eight  guineas  (plus  10%  increase)  per  week  for  a  separate  room.  Part  of  a  week 
is  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  25/-  per  day,  plus  10%. 

These  charges  include  Maintenance,  Nursing,  all  Prescriptions  contained  in  the 
Infirmary  Pharmacopoeia  or  authorised  by  the  Infirmary  Drug  Committee,  Dressings, 
Bandages,  etc. 

Any  person  subscribing  in  his  own  name  to  the  Bristol  Royal  Hospital  a  sum  of 
not  less  than  £ 2  2s.  Od.  per  annum,  who  is  admitted  to  a  private  ward,  shall  be  allowed 
an  abatement  of  _/l  Is.  Od.  per  week  off  the  usual  charges  for  such  ward,  provided  he 
has  been  a  subscriber  for  not  less  than  one  year.  A  similar  abatement  shall  also  be 
made  if  the  wife  or  dependent  of  such  subscriber  is  admitted  to  a  Private  Ward. 

A  Patient  occupying  a  Private  Ward  for  a  longer  period  than  three  weeks  shall  be 
allowed  a  reduction  of  £\  Is.  Od.  per  week  if  occupying  a  Double-bedded  Side  Ward, 
or  £2  2s.  Od.  per  week  for  a  Single  Side  Ward,  for  each  week  over  and  above  the  first 
three  weeks.  This  reduction  does  not  apply  to  Patients  who  are  paying  the  specially 
reduced  rate  allowed  to  Subscribers  and  Medical  Practitioners. 

3.  AN  EXTRA  CHARGE  will  be  made  for:  — 

(a)  Professional  services  of  the  Pathologist  and  Radiologist. 

(b)  Operating  Theatre. 

(c)  Dental  X-Ray  examination  and  report. 

(d)  Chemical  Examination  of  Specimen. 

(e)  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Specimen. 

(f)  Microscopical  Examination  of  Specimen. 

(g)  Hire  of  Radium. 

(h)  X-Ray,  Massage  and  Electrical  treatment. 

(i)  Special  Nurses,  three  guineas  per  week,  each. 

(j)  Stimulants  and  special  remedies  not  contained  in  the  Infirmary  Pharma¬ 

copoeia. 

if  required. 

4.  PROFESSIONAL  FEES. 

Patients  must  make  their  arrangements  with  the  Member  of  the  Honorary  Medical 
Staff,  under  whose  Medical  care  they  are,  for  the  payment  of  all  professional  fees,  and 
must  pay  such  fees  direct  to  the  Medical  Officer  concerned. 

5.  VISITORS. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  their  friends  any  day  between  the  hours  of  10  a.m,  and 
12  noon,  and  between  2  p.m.  and  6  p.m. 

The  number  of  Visitors  a  patient  is  allowed  to  have  at  one  time  will  depend  upon  his 
(or  her)  medical  condition,  and  will  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Ward  Sister. 

Visitors  cannot  be  provided  with  tea  or  any  other  refreshments  by  the  Nursing 
Staff. 

6.  GENERAL. 

Patients  are  required  to  conform  to  the  Regulations  which  are  prescribed  by  the 
Committee  for  the  benefit  of  the  Patients  and  for  the  good  order  and  comfort  of  the 
Infirmary. 

Patients  should  bring  with  them  what  personal  luggage  is  necessary,  but  not  more 
than  can  be  contained  in  a  small  suit-case  or  travelling  Bag. 

All  personal  linen  should  be  plainly  marked. 

All  personal  linen  sent  to  the  Infirmary  Laundry  will  be  charged  for  at  the  usual 
laundry  prices. 

The  Committee  cannot  be  responsible  for  money  or  other  valuables  belonging  to 
Private  Patients,  unless  the  articles  are  handed  over  to  the  Sister  in  Charge,  for  safe 
custody. 

Accounts  must  be  paid  weekly.  Cheques  should  be  made  payable  to  the  Bristol 
Royal  Infirmary.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

RELATING  TO  THE  YEAR  ENDED  DECEMBER  31st,  1940 


rT',HE  Committee  of  the  Bristol  General  Hospital  Branch  of  the  Bristol 
Royal  Hospital  have  pleasure  in  submitting  their  Report,  together  with 
the  audited  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  and  statisical  tables  for  the  year 
1940. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  difficulty  and  anxiety  for  the 
Committee.  Many  changes  from  the  old  order  have  been  instituted  consequent 
upon  the  complete  scheme  of  amalgamation  with  the  Bristol  Royal  Infirmary 
but  the  work  of  the  Hospital  has  continued  unabated  as  is  evinced  by  the 
number  of  patients  seeki  ng  the  facilities  for  treatment  which  it  provides. 

TheHospital  has  suffered  severely  from  the  results  of  enemy  action  and 
has  been  called  upon  to  deal  with  many  casualties  resulting  therefrom.  The 
organisation  prepared  to  deal  with  such  emergencies,  has  been  found  to  be 
more  than  adequate  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon  it  and  the  whole  of 
the  staff  have  risen  to  the  occasion  and  carried  on  their  work  under  most 
trying  and  dangerous  conditions,  in  a  manner  worthy  of  the  highest  com¬ 
mendation. 

During  December  the  Hospital  sustained  serious  damage  from  the  effects 
of  blast  from  bombs  falling  in  close  proximity  which  necessitated  the  evacua¬ 
tion  of  the  patients.  The  necessary  repairs  were  speedily  put  in  hand  and 
work  again  resumed  within  a  short  period. 

The  personnel  of  the  First  Aid  Post,  the  Mobile  Unitfand  B.2  Auxiliary 
Fire  Service  have  rendered  invaluable  services  in  maintaining  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  during  these  trying  times  and  the  grateful  thanks  of  the  Committee 
is  extended  to  all  members  of  these  services. 

As  will  be  realised  the  costs  of  maintaining  the  Hospital  have  risen  very 
greatly  and  the  overdraft  at  the  Bank  consequently  increased  in  proportion 
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but,  as  the  services  at  the  Hospital  are  now  more  than  ever  before  vitally 
necessary  in  assisting  to  maintain  the  health  of  the  people,  the  Committee 
would  therefore  most  earnestly  ask  for  a  continuance  of  the  sympathy  and 
practical  help  of  all  those  associated  with  its  welfare. 


The  Ordinary  Expenditure  for  the  year  exceeded  the  Ordinary  Income 
by  £22,442  as  compared  with  an  excess  of  £16,666  for  the  preceding  year. 


The  daily  average  number  of  beds  occupied  was  200.84  as  compared  with 
225.54,  and  the  average  period  of  residence  of  each  patient  was  14.58  days 
as  compared  with  16.13  days.  The  average  cost  per  occupied  bed  was  £240 
4s.  4d.,  as  compared  with  £198  11s.  lid.  in  the  previous  year.  The  total  cost 
of  each  patient  completed  has  risen  from  £8  15s.  6d.  to  £9  12s.  9d. 


During  the  year  there  has  naturally  been  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
patients  seeking  treatment  although  the  accommodation  available  has  been 
taxed  to  its  limits.  The  total  number  of  in-patients  admitted  being  4,807  as 
compared  with  5,104  for  the  previous  year,  while  the  number  of  new  Out- 
Patients,  Casualties  and  Emergencies  has  dropped  from  36,487  to  29,869. 


The  work  in  the  Radiological  Dept,  has  been  carried  on  under  difficulties 
as  the  use  of  Radium  has  been  greatly  restricted  in  consequence  of  the  fre¬ 
quency  of  air  raids  but  all  work  in  the  Department  has  been  carried  on  which 
could  reasonably  be  dealt  with  in  comparative  safety. 


The  Queen  Victoria  Jubilee  Convalescent  Home  had  to  restrict  its  ad¬ 
missions  during  the  year  but  was  able  to  receive  450  patients  from  the 
Hospital,  and  the  Committee  is  grateful  for  the  assistance  provided  in 
relieving  pressure  on  the  Hospital  beds. 


The  University  Dental  Hospital  was  officially  opened  on  April  10th, 
and  the  Dental  Dept,  at  the  Hospital  closed  on  May  30th. 


The  Committee  regret  to  record  the  death  on  October  18th  of  Mr.  Clare 
Smith  and  would  place  on  record  their  appreciation  of  his  valued  services  to 
the  Hospital  during  a  period  of  28  years.  He  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Committee  in  October  1912  and  served  as  Vice-Chairman  from  1919-1932. 
During  the  period  of  his  association  with  the  Committee  his  able  guidance, 
particularly  in  matters  of  finance,  was  freely  given  and  is  gratefully  ack¬ 
nowledged. 


The  Committee  also  regret  to  record  the  death  on  October  18th  of  Dr. 
Norman  F.  C.  Burgess,  Honorary  Dermatologist,  and  to  record  their  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  his  valued  services  during  a  period  of  11  years. 


During  the  year  the  Board  of  the  Royal  Hospital  has  sanctioned  a  re¬ 
allocation  of  the  beds  at  the  Hospital  providing  for  the  Special  Departments, 
Dermatological,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  Gynaecological,  Radiological  and  a 
number  of  surgical  beds,  giving  a  nominal  number  of  241  to  be  increased 
to  269  as  and  when  found  to  be  necessary. 
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The  Board  of  the  Royal  Hospital  has  also  decided  that  a  Central 
Accounts  Dept,  for  both  institutions  shall  be  set  up  and  a  joint  Banking 
Account  opened  as  from  January  1st  1941.

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The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  again  extended  to  all  those  Organisa¬ 
tions  such  as  the  Workpeople’s  Contributory  Schemes  for  the  valuable  help 
that  they  have  afforded  to  the  Hospitals  during  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  War  the  Ladies’  Needlework  Guild  was  again  unable  to 
hold  the  Annual  Exhibition  of  work  but  the  very  grateful  thanks  of  the 
Committee  are  extended  to  the  Guild  for  presenting  to  the  Hospital  3,445 
articles  and  £339  19s.  3d.,  ;in  subscriptions.  This  help  during  present  con¬ 
ditions  is  more  than  ever  welcome  as  also  is  the  help  of  voluntary  workers  who 
attend  at  the  Hospital  to  prepare  dressings  and  other  items  so  vitally  necessary 
for  dealing  with  air  raid  casualties. 

The  Report  of  the  Almoner  will  be  found  in  detail  on  Page  43.  Her  De¬ 
partment  has  had  a  particularly  strenuous  time  in  dealing  with  the  air  raid 
casualties  and  a  tribute  is  paid  to  her  and  her  staff  for  the  efficient  manner 
in  which  they  have  dealt  with  the  same. 

The  grateful  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  also  extended  to  the  American 
Red  Cross  Society  and  to  the  British  War  Relief  Society  of  New  York  City 
(Inc.)  for  the  many  valuable  gifts  of  dressings  and  under-clothing  etc.,  which 
they  have  sent  for  use  in  connection  with  the  treatment  of  air  raid  casualties. 

The  supply  of  the  necessary  nursing  personnel  has  caused  a  good  deal  of 
anxiety  to  the  Committee  during  the  year  but  it  is  trusted  this  will  shortly 
be  overcome. 

The  year  under  review  has  been  one  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  the 
Hospital  and  although  it  has  suffered  severely  through  enemy  action  it  is  still 
able  to  carry  on  the  greater  part  of  its  work  and  to  take  a  full  share  in  the 
Civil  Defence  Services  of  the  city.  The  burden  of  organisation  and  finance 
still  falls  on  the  Hospital  Committee  and  it  is  therefore  with  confidence  that 
it  looks  to  the  generosity  of  the  public  who  have  already  made  great  sacrifices 
to  enable  the  work  of  the  Hospital  to  be  maintained. 

The  Committee  in  concluding  their  Report  for  the  year  1940  would 
tender  to  the  whole  of  the  staff  of  the  Hosital  their  grateful  thanks  for  the 
courage  and  fortitude  which  they  have  displayed  in  carrying  out  their  duties 
during  times  of  unprecedented  stress  and  danger,  when  they  gave  of  their  best 
and  more  than  upheld  the  traditions  of  the  Hospital  for  efficiency  and 
smooth  working. 

ADDENDUM — As  the  foregoing  Report  relates  to  the  activities  of  the 
Hospital  during  the  year  1940  it  is  thought  desirable  to  add  that  during  an 
air  raid  in  January  1941,  very  serious  damage  was  caused  by  fire 
to  the  upper  storeys  of  the  older  part  of  the  buildings  from  the 
effects  of  incendiary  bombs.  The  dome  was  completely  destroyed,  together 
with  bedrooms  and  the  contents  thereof  occupied  by  night  nurses  and  the 
domestic  servants.  On  the  floor  below  four  wards,  together  with  most  of  the 
equipment,  were  destroyed  but  apart  from  a  serious  amount  of  damage  from 
water  the  rest  of  the  buildings  escaped,  which  was  entirely  due  to  the  untiring 
efforts  of  the  members  of  the  B.2  Auxiliary  Fire  Service  stationed  at  the 
Hospital.  The  position  afterwards  was  that  the  building  below  the  seat  of 
the  fire  was  flooded  with  water  and  supplies  of  gas,  water,  steam  and  elec¬ 
tricity  were  not  available — these  vital  services  were  however  speedily 
restored. 

Salvage  operations  were  immediately  undertaken  and  temporary  roofs 
constructed  on  the  floors  of  the  burnt  out  wards  to  give  protection  to  the 
wards  and  corridors  below.  These  repairs  took  some  weeks  to  complete  before 
the  Hospital  was  again  able  to  take  its  part  in  the  Emergency  Hospital  Ser¬ 
vice  of  the  City  which  it  has  been  called  upon  to  do  as  the  result  of  further 
air  raids  which  have  since  occurred. 
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JOINT  RADIOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT 


1940 

ENEMY  action  has  caused  changes  in  the  therapy  section  of 
this  department,  although  apart  from  short  periods  when  the 
public  services  have  failed,  the  treatment  of  patients  has  not  in  the 
main,  been  interrupted. 

Disorganisation  of  transport  has  proved  the  greatest  difficulty 
as  a  large  number  of  out-patients  come  daily  from  a  distance.  The 
Number  of  these  patients  has  necessarily  been  increased  since  the 
outbreak  of  more  severe  enemy  action  as  it  has  been  necessary  to 
keep  many  beds  free  for  casualties.  In  view  of  these  difficulties 
the  comparative  smooth  working  has  been  remarkable. 

One  deep  therapy  set  and  a  portion  of  the  Chaoul  Low  Voltage 
near-distance  therapy  apparatus  have  been  removed  to  a  safe  area. 
It  would  thus  be  possible  to  re-install  these  in  the  event  of  X-ray 
Therapy  apparatus  being  destroyed. 

The  radium  now  remains,  for  safety,  in  the  bore-hole — an 
artesian  boring  50  feet  deep.  The  use  of  radon  has  been  substituted 
for  radium  and  there  would  be  no  contamination  of  the  buildings 
should  a  direct  hit  be  received. 

The  School  for  Radiographers  has  been  instituted  and  a  full 
number  of  students  is  taking  the  course  for  the  examination  foi 
Membership  of  the  Society  of  Radiographers.  The  University  has 
given  facilities  for  instruction  in  practical  physics  for  which  the 
Committee  is  grateful. 

The  489.28  mgs.  of  radium  hired  from  the  National  Radium 
Commission  is  still  available  in  the  Joint  Department  in  addition  to 
the  620  mgs.  owned  by  the  Bristol  Royal  Hospital.  National 
Radium  is  not  available  for  hire  outside  the  Institution.

HOSPITAL  RADIUM  is  now  available  for  use  outside  the  Hospital, 
subject  to  the  following  rules  and  payment  of  fees  set  out 
hereunder  : — 
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RULES  FOR  USE  OF  HOSPITAL  RADIUM. 


1.  The  use  of  the  Radium  in  all  cases  outside  the  Hospital, 
shall  be  confined  to  the  Members  of  the  Honorary  Staffs  of  the 
Bristol  Royal  Hospital  or  of  other  Hospitals. 

2.  All  details  in  connection  with  the  issue  and  receipt  of  the 
Radium,  both  inside  and  outside  the  Bristol  General  Hospital, 
shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  in  conjunction  with  the 
members  of  the  Staff  Radium  Sub-Committee,  and  no  Radium  shall 
be  in  use  without  a  complete  record  of  the  same  being  completed 
first  in  the  Secretary’s  Office. 

3.  The  Bristol  Royal  Hospital  and  the  Honorary  Staff  shall 
have  first  claim  on  the  use  of  the  Radium.  Discretionary  powers 
shall  be  allowed  to  the  members  of  the  Staff  Radium  Sub-Committee 
in  deciding  on  the  urgency  of  cases  as  to  its  use  inside  or  outside 
the  Hospital. 

4.  When  in  use,  Radium  must  never  pass  out  from  the  direct 
charge  of  a  Medical  Practitioner  or  a  qualified  Nurse,  except  while 
in  postal  transit  when  it  must  be  fully  insured  against  loss.

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ALMONER’S  REPORT 

1940. 


HTHE  outbreak  of  heavy  air  raids  and  the  amalgamation  of  the  Hospitals 
have  brought  corresponding  changes  in  the  work  of  this  Department  as 
in  the  rest  of  the  Hospital.  Apart  from  these  the  work  has  continued  as  usual. 
The  Secretaries  of  Hospital  Schemes  have  co-operated  most  helpfully  and  a 
total  of  £10,025  15s.  6d.,  has  been  collected  from  In-Patients  and  £3,103  19s. 
6d.  from  Out-Patients. 

The  change  in  the  Medical  nature  of  cases  treated  has  brought  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  patients  admitted  for  slight  operations  and  staying  for  a 
shorter  period.  Consequently  more  patients  have  been  interviewed  on  ad¬ 
mission  to  the  wards,  but  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  follow-up  and  after¬ 
care  work. 

Air-raids  on  a  large  scale  have  naturally  caused  a  more  radical  change. 
The  Department  has  undertaken  responsibility  for  the  complicated  system 
of  record  keeping  required  by  the  Emergency  Medical  Service  and  the 
Ministry  of  Pensions  for  all  air  raid  casualties.  As  the  registration  and  noti¬ 
fication  of  casualties  is  a  matter  of  urgency,  one  of  the  Almoners  now  sleeps 
each  night  at  the  Hospital  and  is  at  hand  in  any  crisis.  Finally  there  are  the 
many  social  problems  of  homelessness  and  loss  of  possessions  arising  from 
enemy  action.  In  dealing  with  these,  we  have  co-operated  closely  with  the 
Assistance  Board,  and  have  been  most  ably  helped  by  the  voluntary  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Red  Cross  and  W.V.S. 

The  work  in  the  Radiological  Department  has  continued  as  before. 
Many  patients  have  been  helped  with  fares  and  suitable  lodgings  found  near 
the  Hospital  for  some  who  live  in  country  districts. 

In  the  Out-Patient  Department  the  old  system  of  a  flat  rate  charge  per 
visit  has  been  discontinued,  and  all  new  patients  are  interviewed  and  assessed 
by  the  Almoner.  Thus,  not  only  are  the  charges  more  evenly  distributed, 
but  the  need  for  extra  help  and  after-care  work  is  often  brought  to  light. 

The  work  in  the  Dental  Department  ceased  in  the  Spring  of  1940  when 
the  Department  moved  to  the  new  Dental  Hospital. 

The  usual  social  work  has  continued  as  before,  and  the  following  patients 
have  been  helped  : — 

171  Patients  supplied  with  Appliances. 

450  Patients  sent  to  the  Queen  Victoria  Jubilee  Convalescent  Home. 

210  Patients  sent  to  other  Convalescent  Homes. 

195  Patients  helped  generally  with  Fares,  Food,  etc. 

In  carrying  out  this  part  of  the  work  we  are  most  grateful  to  the  Samari¬ 
tan  Fund  Committee  for  their  continued  help  and  interest.  A  separate  report 
of  the  Committee's  work  is  being  published.

Exhibition  of  Work  could  not  be  held  and  instead,  the  Matron  invited 
the  Committee  Ladies  to  see  the  Needlework  on  November  7th  1940,  at  the 
Hospital. 

There  are  several  changes  on  the  Committee — we  much  regret  the  loss 
of  Mrs.  Parker  Evans  of  Cleeve.  Mrs.  Aubrey  has  kindly  collected  for  Bit- 
ton,  Mrs.  Wooley  has  taken  on  Mrs.  Walls’  members,  Mrs.  Gornall  has 
Mrs.  Tanner’s  list  of  Nailsea,  and  Mrs.  Hurditch  has  collected  for  Portbury. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Guild  for  their 
generous  support — the  need  of  which  is  very  great  especially  as  the  Hospital 
has  suffered  heavily  during  the  air-raids,  and  part  only  of  the  linen  was 
saved  from  the  fires  and  damage  from  water.
